Unfortunately, it usually 
does exist in a town inhabited by 
Jews. If you were able to have 
yourself accepted in the first town 
and managed to make some true 
friends in the second, I feel cer- 
tain that a little concentration on 
the reactions of those with whom 
you are thrown in contact, will 
bring you out of your dilemma. 

You should be especially care- 
ful of some of the things you say 
to the Jewish people with whom 
you associate, Remember, they 
have been subject to certain, “tol- 
erances,” as you call them, so 
long that similar remarks from 
one of their own race are especial- 
ly hateful,
